Hogacki’s whereabouts have been unknown 
to the rioters. It w<is their intention to 
prevent him from entering tho parsonage, 
but he managed to elude the sentinels and 
hius successfully entered without being 
seen. There is a growing sus()iuiau that 
he is in the house, and a mob is pounding 
on the doors of the residence with clubs 
and hammers, and demanding a*lmission. 
OfTleers Benson and Wyman are f)ii guard 
there and say that if the crowd iiad actual 
knowledge that Bogacki i.s in the house 
they would break in. The mob is becom­ 
ing verv impatient and threattiiiiig. It is 
now estimated at 300. 
Fr. Bogacki is 
very cool and unconcerned, having little 
fear of bodily injury The mayor called a 
meeting of the authorities for yesterday 
afternoon to determine the best course to 
pursue in regard to the Polish trouble.

Dr. Smith has maintained that 
there had not been a case of scarlet fever 
or diphtheria in Niles, hut he was disputed 
by nuinerou.s doctor.'*. Health Olllcer W. T. 
Dougan and even the state board of health. 
Finally Dr. Smith w»is arrested on a war­ 
rant, sworn out by the health oflicer,chari;- 
ing him with failure to report a case of 
scarlet fever. The doctor was dif^missed by 
the prosecuting attorney, as there was no 
ase against him, Saturday morning a son 
of Arthur Bacliinan ilitvl. The health oill- 
cer pronounced the case diphtheria, but 
Dr. Smith declared it was membranous 
•aoiip. To prove his assertions the docuir, 
in tho presence of physicians from neighbor­ 
ing towns held an autopsy, and ye.sterday 
moaning an attendant departt;d for Chicago 
with the throat and lungs'fur examination. 
The doctor declares if the examination shows 
the child died with moinbrjinous croup, he 
will at once bring heavy damage suils 
against lhr<*e local doctors who, he says, 
have endeavored to ruin him reputation as a 
physician.

The nraal w aj for saedi to be carried 
ia by the wind. Sometimei they ava lo 
■mall and light aa to be eaiily wafted 
by the broeaea. Thie fi the oaae with 
the need of the mooeaain flowera and 
meadow pinka and the other beantifnl 
plante of oar woodi and boga oallad 
orchids. And the tiny bodies, like atoma 
of dnst, termed "■poree,*’ that aaiwer 
to wed in feme and mooea and toad- 
itooli, are borne away by the lifhteat 
breath of air. Bnt moet aeeda are them- 
■eltee too heavy Iw thia So they are 
ofttimea provided with thin, broad 
winga that carry tliem before the wind 
aa a sail oarriea a boat The paira of 
“fceya** that hang in olnatera from the 
maple trees in apring are anoh winged 
fmita. When ripe, they float alowly to 
the ground, or if a high wind ia blow­ 
ing they are carried farther from the 
tree. The aah haa thick bnnchea of 
winged fmita nnoh like theee, bnt aia- 
gle. The elm haa a thin, papeiy border 
all around ila amall aeeda, whioh makea 
them quite conapicoowi aa they hang on 
the branohleta before the leavaa have 
come out. 


Nnmbera of planta hare about tha 
aeeda delicAte haira or briatlea that taka 
the place 
of 
winga 
A dandelion 
"clock,” or a head of thiatle down, ia a 
bunch of aeeda, each with a cirale of 
fine briatlea on the aummit When the 
aeeda are ripe, along comae a breeae, 
and, puff, away go the aeeda, hanging 
from their tnfte of briatlee aa the baa- 
ket hanga from a balloon. The bunchea 
of long ailky haira that come from a 
bnrating pod of milkweed and fill the 
air around have each their precioua 
cargo in the ahape of a amall brown 
seed. The eeeda that ripen inheadaoo 
the clematia after the handaome purple 
flower leavea have fallen have long 
feathered taila, like alender bird plumea, 
that do the aame work that ia giTen to 
the ailk of milkweed. The “ cotton" 
around the eeeda of the willowa at the 
riverside and of the poplara along city 
streets servea the aame useful purpoaa. 
Got ton itaelf ia only a bunch of line 
white hair around theaeed. Agee before 
men thought of apinning it and weav­ 
ing it into cloth it waa making itself 
uaeful to the cotton plant b7 helping 
to scatter ita aeeda.

Expert picture makera can 
take a photograph, and by various proc- 
eaaaa aecnre a compoaite containing aev- 
eml featurea deaired that did not exiat 
in the original. 


A celebrated photographer of thia city 
declared that it ia an easy matter to 
change photographa. Piotnrea can be 
made to ahow the body of one peraon 
witli the head of another, or it ia pcaai- 
ble to inaert certain featurea deaired in 
a photograph. Tbe prodncera of art 
photographa often aae the form of one 
anbject and the head of another in or­ 
der to obtain the moat aymmetrical re­ 
sults and Ibua form a aort of compoaite 
picture.

grapfald Pictures. - 


Photographic copies-of.an original, It 


ig claimed, are not acceptable as.proof 
before a court, inasmuch as the photo- 
graphs liiay easily be changed to snit 
,he wish. Expert picture makers can 
ake a photograph, and by various proc- 
esses secure a composite containing sev- 
eral features desired that did not exist 
in the original. 


A celebrated photographer of this city 


declared that it is an easy matter to 
change photographs. Pictures cau be 
made to show the body of one person 
with the head of another, or it is possi- 
jle to insert certain features desired in 
Et photograph. The producers of art 
jhotographs often use the form of one 
mbject and the head of another in or- 
der to obtain the most symmetrical re- 
traits and thus form a sort of composite 
picture.

'any part of the silver print photo- 
graph, the one commonly used, can be 
erased. If the picture were a platinum 
print, which is unlikely, the same effect 
jould be secured by the use of aquaregia 
or D liquid composed of a mixture of 
nitrio nncJ muriatic acids,which acts as 
a solvent for gold or platinum prints."
